Building Ordinance Passed -- Weed 
Ordinance Introduced-Other 
Matters Come Up 


An interesting meeting of the City 
Council was held iast Tuesday even- 
igg, if the fact that a large audience 
seemed to enjoy it, can be taken for 
anything. All of the members of the 
board were in their places when the 
mayor called the meeting to order. 

Following the reading and adoption 
of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing the following communications 
were taken up and aisposed of: 

The family of James Bruce thanked 
the board of its letter of sympathy 
sent last week. 

A rather lengthy letter was read 
from the Southern Pacific Compan, 
which urgently requested the Council 
tc sanction the removal of the “hu- 
man” flagman at the railroad crossing 
at Oak Grove Avenue. The company 
agreed to install another twenty-four 
hour wig-wag signal at this crossing 
if the board agreed to the removal of 
the present flagman, 

At this juncture Councilman Blake 
rose and addressed the chair and in a 
very forceful manner urged that the 
board refuse to agree to the removat 
of the flagman at Oak Grove avenue 
and made a motion that the clerk be 
instructed to write to the Southern 
Pacific Company and refuse to allow 
the removal of this fiagman and aiso 
demand the replacement of the flag- 
Man at Ravenswood Avenue, in the 
name of both the Council and the citi- 
zens of Menlo Park. The motion 
carried unanimously. 

A cothmunication from the “A-1” 
Taxi Company was read asking that 
they be allowed to mark off. parking 
limits for their cags on Santa Cruz 
avenue and asking for an interpreta- 
tion of the Traffic Ordinance. The 
matter is in the hands of the Chief of 
Police, who stated that as soon as 
the Automobile Association did the 
rest of the painting, he would have 
this matter taken up, which would, he 
thought be within a week or so. 

A. Buchman petitioned to board to 
allow him to construct a super station 
on the highway at Valparaiso avenue. 

A communication from the Licens- 
ed Business Men’s Association stated 
that a committee had been appointe‘l 
to meet with the board in regard to 
amending the License Ordinance, and 
asking that a date be set for such a 
meeting, and the meeting was set for 
Thursday (last) night. 

John B. Glunz presented an appli- 

cation for the office of Building In- 
spector. 
Councilman Dale reported a case of 
Dyphtheria in Stanford park and also 
the a sewer connecting the home of 
Mr. Wilkinson and another party on 
Florence avenue had been cut off and 
that the sewage was being emptied on 
to the laws, which was a menace to 
public health. 

‘Councilman Blake stated that as a 
medical man he well knew what this 
condition would cause and strongly 
urged that the council go on record 
as against conditions of this kind and 
order it stopped. 

‘The City Attorney stated that the 
board could declare the condition a 
nuisance and order it abated, and if 
if this was not done Health Officer 


W. H. Zieber and Chief of Police 
Furman would have to take the mat- 
ter up and put a stop to it, the cost 
falling on the property owners. 

A resolution to this effect was of- 
fered and and the councilmen with the 
exception of Walker voter in favor 
of it. 

Several building permits were ask- 
ed for and were later referred to the 
building inspector. 

Fred Metcalf reported that the new 
Planning Commission was making} 
progress and had <o far held several 
meetings, elected a chairman and a 
secretary and were running on a firm! 
foundation. 

Metcalf stated that on Saturday last 
the commission had taken an automo- 
bile trip around the city and made a 
thorough inspection of conditions, 
especially in the business district so 
as to be better able to carry on the 
work in hand in an intelligent man 
ner. 

The Commission is working on a 
zoning plan at at the present time 
but owing to the fact that a large 
amount of legal and technical advice 
is required to get the Plan into shape 
no report can be made for 
four weeks at least. 

An Ordinance amending the Police 
Ordinance came up for passage and 
was adopted. Under the new ordin- 
ance the Chief of Police will receive 
$150 per month and will have the 
power to appoint one officer to serve 
for $150 per month. 

The city attorney reported that he 
had received a letter stating that the 
city could use the California Building 
Code if it so desire by paying $10 per 
year for the same and $1 per copy of 
the code purchased. The former 
charge was to have been $50 and 
$10 per year. 

A new building ordinance was read 
in part by the Attorney and among 
its other provisions provides for a 
fee of $2 per $1000 estimated cost of 
the building for a permit, and fifty 
cents for permit where the amount is 
less than $300. 

The ordinance provides for two 
permits, one for the building itself, 
and one for the blocking up of a por- 
tion of the street. 

Mayor Weeden stated that this or- 
dinance was drawn from the building 
ordinances Of various peninsula cities 
but that it was much more lenient 
that any that he knew of. He said that 
no wooden foundations would be al- 
lowed. 

The ordinance was adopted by the 
reading of th title only. 

An ordinance providing for the re- 
moval of weeds from the streets and 
side walks of the city was introduced 
by the reading of its title only. 

The city clerk was directed to no- 
tify the State Board of Health of the 
appointment of Dr. W. H. Zieber as 
the health officer for the city of Men- 
lo Park. 

Attorney Whitworth brought up 
the matter of the hearing of the re- 
quest of the Bear Gulch Water Com- 
pany for a raise in rates. He stated 
that owing to the excessive cost of

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ORDINANCE NO. 17 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK PROVID- 
ING FOR THE POSTING OF 
ORDINANCES, AND FURTH- 
ER PROVIDING FOR OFFIC- 


IAL BULLETIN BOARDS IN 

SAID CITY. 

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. All ordinances of the 
City of Menlo Park, adopted on or 
after the effective date of this ordi- 
nance, shall be posted in three pub- 
lic place within said city, to-wit, on 
the official bulletin boards of said 
city, in lieu of publishing the same in 
a newspaper, as by law provided. 

Section 2. The City Clerk shall 
cause to be procured, -erected and 
maintained suitable bulletin boards in 
three public places, within the City 
of Menlo Park, to-wit: 1. At or 
near the City Hall of said City; 2. 
At or near the United States Post- 
office; 3. At or near the intersection 
of Glenwood ave. and El! Camino 
Real, each of said boards to be 
known as an Official Bulletin Board 
of said City and there shall be post- 
ed thereon in proper form such ordi- 
nances, notices and other matters as 
may by law or by order of the 
Council of said City be required to 
be posted. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to wilfully deface, injure 
or remove any Official Bulletin 
Board of said City or for any un- 
authorized person to wilfully mark, 
destroy or remove any or- 
dinance, notice or other matter post- 
ed on any of said boards. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be punish- 
ed accordingly. 

Section 4. This Ordinance is an 
ordinance for the immediate preser- 
vation of the public peace, health 
and safety, and the facts constituting 
its urgency are declared to be ag fol- 
lows: The-posting of all ordiinances 
as herein provided, instead of pub- 
lishing the same, will effect a sub- 
stantial saving to said City, thereby 
facilitating the conduct of the offic- 
ial business of said City in a lawful 
manner, for which reasons this Or- 
dinance shall be of full force and 
effect immediately upon its final pas- 
sage. 

Section 5. This Ordinance shall 
be published once in the “Menlo 
Park Recorder,” a weekly newspaper 
of general circuation published and 
circulated in said City of Menlo 
Park, and in additiou thereto it shall 
be posted in three public places on 


the Official Bulletin Boards of said 
‘City as herein provided.

Home Entrance Reflects 
Character of the Interior 


Choosing the entrance is one of the 
most important parts of the planning 
of a new home.

Proper use of detuils is one of the 
best means of distinguishing the en 
trance that is done in a masterly way, 
from the ordinary, mediocre type, 

Three qualities are essential in the 
entrance. Besides being beautiful in 
itself and suitable for its purpose, it 
must be durable. 

Beauty implies good design and cor- 
rectly proportioned parts. Suitabil- 
ity means that size and elaboration 
are in keeping with the size and type 
of the house. Durability means that 
it is made by the best methods and 
of the right materials to withstand 
the ravages of wear and weather. 


Where the artist uses different col- | 


ors, or light and shade, the architect, 
working with building matertals, re- 


lies on moldings or molded surfaces | 


to produce the play of light and 
Shadow that gives character to an 
otherwise flat, uninteresting expanse 
of wood. So it is that we find doors 
and other woodwork divided into pan- 
els of various sizes and shapes, out- 
lined usually with a simple molding, 


Expert Lauds Copper 
as Roofing Material 


“Of late years,” says Austin C. Les- 
carboura, former managing editor of 
the Scientific American, in writing on 
home building, “there has been an in- 
creasing tendency to use copper for 
roofing purposes, especially in the bet- 
ter types of dwellings. It is purer 
than most other metals as they are or- 
dinarily manufactured for industrial 
purposes, and is less active chemically 
than any but the noble metals, gold 
and silver. This immunity to chemical 
attack insures a high resistance to cor- 
rosion by air, water, acids and other 
agencies. In comparison with other 
metals its endurance may be counted 
by decades rather than years. For 
strength coupled with ductility, it is 
unexcelled.” 

Moreover, copper is fireproof 100 per 
cent, thus reducing to a minimum the 
hazard of fire from an adjoining build- 
ing. Connecting a copper roof to the 
ground by copper down spouts pro- 
vides for the home the best possible 
protection against lightning. 


The Porch 


The porch must be treated with 
care to seem a part of the whole, 
rather than the excrescence it so 
often appears. Avoid the many posts 
and pillars which were so favored 
some years ago, and if you have eol- 
umns be sure that they are of grace- 
fal proportions.
